'pHIS is the concluding Catalogue of the Hon. Jas. T. Mitchell's 
Collection of Engraved Portraits, and I think my patrons will 
agree with me in pronouncing it as a whole, one of the most extraordi- 
nary collections ever placed before the American public. The present 
part, whilst almost wholly American in its tendency, embraces many 
items of great interest and value, both as to the subject and the engraver. 
Herein will be found a great number of Choice Mezzotintos, Line and 
Stipple Engravings, besides not a few in colors, and many in proof 
state. A great number of the Portraits are uncommon, seldom met 
with, and it will be well worth to the collector to examine this cata- 
logue critically. The reproductions which we have made of a few 
items will give an idea of the character of the whole collection. There 
are also thousands of small Portraits for extra illustrating, a great 
number of Private Club Portraits, and an Extraordinary Collection of 
American Caricatures, including several on Thos. Jefferson, which are 
considered unique. 

The characters represented include Generals and Officers in the 
Revolution, Officers in the Navy, Statesmen, Authors, Scientists, 
Judges, Lawyers, Clergymen, English Generals and Statesmen con- 
nected with the American Revolution, Signers of the Declaration of 
Independence, Members of the Continental Congress, &c. 

There are also a remarkable gathering of Portraits engraved by 
Albert Newsam.
